He has also exceeded Louis Paulhan’s 
record of time in the air, which is 2h. 
53m. 248. 

He has completed 17 laps, or 106.57 
miles and is still in the air, and will 
probably continue the flight untll his 
gasoline is exhausted. 

During the early laps of Farman’s 
flight there was an exciting race, in 
which three machines competed. Roger 
Sommer was the first to start, getting 
away at one minute past 4 o'clock. He 
was followed by Hubert Latham at 21 
minutes past 4, in his No. 18, the ma- 
chine in which he made 70 kilometers 
yesterday. Farman went up immedi- 
ately after Latham. Latham completed 
his first round in the fast time of 8m. 
54 4-58. At the end of Sommer’s second 
His 
first round was completed in 10m. & 
1-68. The wind was blowing leas than 
5 meters a second. 

Sommer carried 100 iMters of gasoline 
and. his reputation as a long-distance 


| flyer made the experts watch him ‘keen- 


ly. In the beginning hfs machine seemed

Exciting Race im Air. 

Both Farman and Latham gave chase 
race 
followed. Farman gradually overhauled 
Sommer, while Latham, flying 100 feet 
higher than the leaders, approached 
them rapidly. As Farman neared Som- 
mer, who was on tne same level, he 
evidently caught the wind. of the lead- 
er’s motor, for his aeroplane dropped 
and almost,touched the ground. Then 
soaring wide and with Latham in hie 
monoplane high apove the two bi- 
planes, the three machines rounded the 
turn into. the stretcn in front of the 
tribunes together. 

It was like a horse race and a thrill 
of excitement went tnrough the specta- 
tors. Latham moved rapidly to the 
front and crossed the fine first. Farman 
finished second and Sommer was a bad 
third. He was thrown out of his course 
by the wind from the propellers of the 
other machines. The crowd broke into 
“ frenzy of enthusiasm at this remark- 
able finish. 

Sommer landed after compieting the 
fourth lap. 

Latham’s time at the end of the first 
round was 444. and 23s., while Far- 
man’s at the end of the fourth was 
40m. 64 2-5s. 


Monoplane Is Fastest. 

During the next two laps Latham 
mounted higher than the two biplanes 
and it was evident that he was going 
much faster. His time at the end of the 
sixth round was 63m. 181-5s., while Far- 
man’s at the end of the fifth was 5im. 
21 1-58. 

Bleriot, in his No. 16, started out ai 
5:20 and Tissandier followed him four 
minutes later. 

Lefebvre, one of the Wright pilots, de- 
cided not to compete for the endurance 
test today, but rather to reserve his 
efforts for the international cup tomor- 
row.

By Associated Press, 
FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Aug. 27.— 


After working nearly all night on the 
murder of Mrs. J. W. Winkelman, who 
was robbed of $8000, 
carried in her belt, the authorities of 
the county are satisfied today that the 
slayer is stijl in town and will soon be 
under arrest. Already they have the 
name of a man who is accused by Mrs. 
Winkelman’'s son, but there is as yet no 
evidence to support the accusation. 

Mrs. Winkelman and her husband for 
years conducted a restaurant. She was 


70 years old, but was not feeble. 

The woman was last seen alive at 
about 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon. She 
had left the restcurant for her home 
three blocks from the public square 
and on a street that leads to the Frisco 
depot. It was 6 o’clock before Mrs. 
Winkelman was missed by her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Emma Hodge. 

Mrs. Hodge went to the home and 
found her mother slain in a small house 
on the premises. The woman’s head 
was beaten in, evidently with a sharp 
instrument. There was every evidence 
that Mts. Winkelman had fought hard 
for her life. 

Officers were notined at once and an 
effort was made to get bloodhounds on 
the scene before the grounds were tram- 
pled by the throngs of people. 

The slayer or clayers left no clew. 
Cc. W. Winkelman, tne son of the mur- 
dered woman, was almost prostrated 
when he saw the body. In his frantic 
state of mind he had ne hesitancy in 
expressing the name of a person he 
holds responsible for the deed. The man 
is a pardoned bank robber.

State Factory Inspector Williams ap- 
peared before Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney Falkenhainer and explained that 
he and Roberts, Johnson & Rand and 
other manufacturers were desirous of 
obtaining an authoritative judicial deci- 
sion upon the law, a grave doubt as to 
its constitutionality existing, and that 
the suit against Foreman Hunt is in- 
tended as a test case. The point at is- 
sue is regarded as important and neither 
the State Factory Inspector nor the 
manufacturers concerned are content to 
let the law stand as it is without a con- 
clusive test. 

The warrant charges Foreman Hunt 
specifically with having employed Miss 
Lillian Kill in the Hickory street fac- 
tory last week for 55 hours. Evidence 
of the violation was furnished by Rob- 
erts, Johnson & Rand and State Factory 
Inspector Williams laid it before the 
Assistant Prosecuting Attorney. 

Foreman Hunt was not arrested, but 
was released Friday on his own bond of 
$200. The case will be heard in the 
Court of Criminal Correction next week. 
It will be submitted in the form of an 
admitted statement of fact, a trial and 
the hearing of testimony being unnec- 
essary.

After guarding his St. Louis Coun 
tv home for two weeks against the hus- 
band and father of his guest, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Fyke, Case announced Friday 
that he intended to turn Mrs. Fyke 
over to the county authorities, and to 
move his family to some new location 
where he can have rest. 

Mrs. Fyke has recovered from the ill- 
ness which caused her husband, Everett 
Fyke, and his father, Charles Fyke, to 
leave her at Case’s. But she has no 
other place to go, and has so dreaded 
to return to her nomad husband that 
Case has protected her with his re- 
peating shotgun from the frequent ap- 
proaches of the movers. 

Had One Man Arrested, 

Case made the Fykes his enemies 
when he caused the arrest of their trav- 
eling companion, Alva Leonard, who is 
still in the Clayton Jail on a peace dis- 
turbance charge. Since the county au- 
thorities were informed that the elder 
Fyke was wanted in Indianapolis for 
eutting his wife’s throat, the Case familr 
and Mrs. Fyke have feared the ven- 
geance of the movers. 

Deputy sheriffs and constables have 
made fitful searches for the Fykes, but 
have failed to catch them or to keep 
them from bobbing out of the woods at 
intervals and trying to storm the Case 
dwelling. The Fykes have been thwart- 
ed by the ready weapons of Case and of 
his neighbor and assistant guardsman, 
Daniel Vaughn.

When he got home he was told by 
Mrs. Fyke that a man, a stranger to 
her, had called and tried to get her to 
go outside ani meet some men who 
wanted to see her. She refused to leave 
the house and the man went away.

Petitions for an eleztion on the ques- 
tion of making St. Louis and St. Louis 
County a public reservation district, 
with a commission appointed by the 
Governor to look after an extensive 
park and boulevard system, are being 
prepared by Mayo Fesler, secretary of 
the Civic League.

Out Many Branches and 
Flattens Its Trunk.

Whoever enters the new and still un- 
rented storeroom at 4289 Natural Bridge 
Road these days can sing “Under the 


Greenwood Tree” with tremendous real- 
isrn, because the singer will be under 
the shade of the most remarkable ex- 
ample of errant tree-growth in all St. 
Louis. 

It’s a tree nine feet high and with a 
trunk of considerable size which, never- 
theless, has sprung up through a crack 
iu the baseboards, between the show 
window and the front door, that is only 
three inches long and one-fourth inch 
wide, without enlarging the crack. 
This astonishing tree, after thus steal- 
ing its way through the crack, flattened 
its trunk out a bit on the storeroom 
floor and then proceeded to direct its 
nine feet of height at an angle of 4 
degrees toward the one window from 
which it recetved sunlight. The flat- 
tened trunk makes a gnarled and twist- 
ed knot three inches long by two inches

wide, and.from this flattened trunk 
have grown two branches. 

These branches, three-quarters of ah 
inch in diameter, have bourgeoned out 
into 46 minor branches, each avout four 
feet long, all covered with leaves, some 
eight inches long and two inches wide. 

The leaves are dark green, and seem 
normal, but the iree’s trunk and 
branches are of a pale gray hue, seem- 
ing to lack healthfulness because of be- 
ing deprived of fresh air and compelled 
to get their sunlight at second hand. 


The first sprout of the tree showed 
above the storeroom floor last May, and 
its subsequent. growth was rapid. Its 
discoverers In the neighborhood pro- 
nounce it a “Heaven Tree,” this being 
an arboricultural variety akin to the 
weeping willow, the droop of whose 
boughs and foliage it imitates. It al- 
most entireciy fills one side of the other- 
wise empty storeroom, and presents a 
novel as well as picturesque appear- 
ance. 

The storeroom is one of a series of 
four similar structures, one story in 
height, which are owned by J. W. Dwy- 
er of Oklahoma. The local realty firm

Officer, Gets Only to 
Secretary’s Door. 


CARRIED GENEALOGY 


Jacob, Bull Terrier, “That Had 
Teeth Like Needles,” Threat- 
ened With Death.

BEVERLY, Mass., Aug. 27.—Ever 


since Nehemiah Heron—Miah for short 
—heard that Mrs. Taft’s maiden name 
was Herron, he has been wondering if 
there is not some distant relationship. 
Miah is Beverly's truant officer and 
has been ringing the curfew every night 
for 40 years. He is 71 years old and has 
accomplished the moral reform of ev- 
ery one of Reverly’s bad boys. 

Up to date Miah has not been able to 
prove his relationship. Today he got 
two letters. One wa. from a New 
Hampshire Heron offering Miah three 


more solid pages cf genealogy which go 
to show the relationship ef the Amer- 
ican Heron. The other was from a clip- 
ping bureau, which offered to keep 
Miah posted on what the papers are 
saying about him. 

He concluded that the second letter 
was some money-making scheme and 
sidestepped it. His other letter was too 
valuable to keep, however, and he 
started to the executive offices to see 
Secretary Carpenter about it. 

Jacob Catches Miah. 

He got no further than the secre- 
tary’s door. Then Peter Anderson's bull 
terrier Jacob caught Miah. And this 
is how the Beverly Times’ headline 
writer sized up the situation: 

“Miah Heron was bitten by a dog at 
the executive offices that had teeth 
like needles.” 

In the interest of journalistic accuracy 
let it be known that it was the dog's 
teeth, not the executive office’s teeth, 
that appeared to Miah to be like needles 
Anderson is the janitor of the building 
and Jacob, his dog, plays the part of 
policeman. Jacob did not like Miah’s 
looks and took one grab at the old 
man’s leg. Miah kicked and yelled. 

Just as Secretary Fred Carpenter and 
the secret service men got to the door 
to see what was happening, Miah had 
trekked for a doctor’s shop. He had 
the wound cauterized. 

“I ain't liable to go runnin’ around 
barkin’ like a dog be‘I?” he asked the 
Doctor.

In holding forth her own proud record 
as an illustrious example to her fellow-workingmen 
and women who have been less fortunate because 
of various circumstances, she uses just about the 
legic of the schoolboy or girl who would say: ‘Look 
at me! I have always stood at the head of the class; 
if the rest don’t, it’s their own fault.’’ Fine conso- 
lation this. Can Miss Nelson explain how, when 
during the panic, people in all lines of business dis- 
charged all help not necessary, there could be enough 
jobs to go around? She goes on and says, in sub- 
stance, the way to accomplish this quite laudable 
record is to always make your employer’s interest 
your own and never complain of anything, even to 
working till 12 o’clock at night. That’s all right 
about making your employer’s interest your own. 
but it is neither to employer's nor employe’s inter- 
est, ultimately, to work till 12 o’clock at night. Only 
one out of a hundred possesses an iron constitution 
that can withstand a frequent strain like that, for 
nature imposed upon is bound to rebel. The employ- 
er’s interest will be eventually subserved by taking 
care of the health of the competent employe. For 
the last five months the writer of this has been a 
nervous wreck from overtime work, and never 
worked as late as 12 o’clock at night, either. But 1 
realized every time I worked at night my strength 
and energy were less next day, and it is my observa- 
tion that it affects most women the same way. It 
is indeed unfortunate that the law designed to pro- 
tect women as to length of hours’ labor, has been 
pronounced unconstitutional, on the assumption ot 
interference with personal liberty. Liberty! What 
liberty has a woman who has no time she can claim 
as her own, who is subject to her employer's beck 
and call day and night, who is rushed all day long 
and then after her overtime night work she is even 
rushed off to bed. Liberty! I call that slavery. You 
might as well be a chattel slave. You call this lib- 
erty when you are not allowed even sufficient time 
in which to take care of your health—all for the 
sake of money you are compelled to make of your- 
self a nervous wreck to blast your prospects for 
life. And has it even come to this that money is 
more than the man or woman and that for the sake 
of making same you cover it with the thin plea of 
liberty! According to the personal liberty idea’ of 
some, any person has a right to commit suicide and 
outsiders have no right to prevent, for would they 
not be interfering with his personal liberty? Those 
who are overtaxing their strength by long hours 
of night work are only committing suicide by inches.

Whatever else may be said of it, the 
Steel Trust is properly appreciative and 
grateful. In London the other day its 
chairman, Judge Gary, remarked: ‘Mr.

Now the spirit 
of fair dealing and the far-seeing policy 
of doing the right thing which are ani- 
mating our business men everywhere 
will be found ably developed by Mr.

The Steel Trust has been burning in- 
cense in honor of Mr. Roosevelt ever 
since he permitted the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Co. merger. Mr. Roosevelt is 
the only President who has had an in- 
dorsement at a meeting of the directors 
of the Steel Trust. He !s the only 
President who awakened public con- 
science to such an extent that even 
the chairman of the Steel Trust cannot 
get over it but must refer to it at least 
once a week. Incidentaliy, he is the 
only President who ever ‘suspended a 
wise and just law for the sole benefit 
of the Steel Trust. 

There are some Americans who would 
be glad to have the Steel Trust em- 
body its obligations to Mr. Roosevelt in 
a series of whereases and resolutions, 
engross them handsomely on parchment 
and deliver them once and for all to 
the great awakener of public conscience 
who put the anti-trust law to sleep 
when one of the greatest of trusts was 
wide awake.

TOO POOR TO MARRY 


Youth’s Inability to Get a Job 
Caused Action—Girl 
Leaves Note.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Frank E. Wil- 
liamson, ageg 19, living with his grand- 
mother at 315 Marion street, Brooklyn, 
shot and, it is believed, mortally 
wounded his sweetheart, Miss Florence:

Aug. 21, 199. Dear Mamma-—For- 
give me for what I am _ writing, 
and more for witat I am about to do. 
Some day, whether tomorrow or next 
week, I do not know, I am going to 
die. I want to dle, Mamma, for I 
am suffering so much in head and 
heart. 

Forgive me for telling you a lie. 
I hinted it to Frank. I offered to 
kill myself, but he did not want me 
to do it. He said to me that he 
would die also. Please bury him 
with me, for Frank has no one to 
love him but me. 

If we must go we both want to go 
together, as we love each other so 
much. Tell Grandfather not to grieve 
over me, but I know that you will. 
Papa used to love me once and said 
that I was always his girl. He 
mocked me when I said that I loved 
Frank. When everybody ran down 
Frank I could not stand it any long- 
er. Frank had no one to love him 
since his parents died. I am going 
away, Mamma, to where I know 
there is no suffering, and if Frank 
wants to come with me he can. 

If we die bury us together. Bury 
me in a white dress and don’t go 
into mourning for me. If you do go 
into mourning don’t stay in black 
for more than six months.

white waistcoat, light colored trousers, 
white spats and black shoes. This or- 
der is going to make trouble, for among 
the Knights, who number 1500, and all 
ef whom are eligible for seats in the 
event they should qualify, there are sev- 
eral hundred who have never mixed 
freely with dress suits and white spats, 
and the people who have worn them. 
They say that they are not going to get 
mto the “‘fixins’’ at this time. 

Other cities that are to entertain Pres- 
ident Taft upon his swing around the 
circle have thrown formality to the 
wind and have permitted the guests at 
the dinner to say what they shall 
wear and how their coats shall be cut. 
A lot of the Knights of Omaha insist
